else about origin of fire; never allowed 
children to have fire in rooms— would 
have known it if they had; never have 
seen charcoal atout the building; pupils 
have no access to steam works; are not

CE1S. WILKINSON TEST7TTES. 


The brother of the Principal testified: 


Had just dismissed pupils from dinner: 
saw ilames aud buckled on a Babcork 


extinguisher: had to abandon it; 


tad no fire iu his room; iine was nse- 
ess, and there was no grating; only one 
pupil ever allowed to burn matches— 
iilcCabe, 19 years old; sometimes went 
up to light gas, returning immediately . 
one time during present !erm, took 
some matches from pupils and repri- 
mande'd them; never heard sparks nl- 
uded to as dangerous; there is water 
'rom a spring conveyed to third floor, 
iut no hose connections. 


THK CLEKK AND STORKKEKPER. 


Win. Bent, clerk and store-keeper, 


thinks he' was the first to discover the 
fire; was in his office door at the time; 
saw flames bursting through east, or 
liill-side roof; wind from that direction; 
a little charcoal was used six weeks ago 
in paraffining a floor— never for other 
purposes; thinks fire originated from 
;hin,ney of kitchen or engine— never 
from inside main building; no fire in 
rooms up stairs that day— remarked the 
cold, too.
